EDITORIAL COMMENT 


THE PACKING ftOUSE INVESTIGATION 


T 


HE revelations brought about by the report 


of the commission that has tleen exam- 


ining the sanitary condition existing in the big 
packing houses, is well calculated to arouse, the 
public and compel a halt in the practices of these 
giant corporations where nothing else 
wouldf 


The high source from which these charges errten- 
ate precludes the possibility of any mistake or 
that they are the irresponsible utterances of some 
newspaper or magazine space writer or "mitck 
raker " 


We are all familiar with the charges that 


were made during the Spanish wars when mort 
men died from the effects of eating "embalmed" 
beef and other impure and adulterated food stuffs 
than were killed by Spanish bullets.5-:: At {'that 
time; the packers arose and protested that' our 


• national honor was at stake and as a result,, there 
was a complete whitewash of the Whole despic- 
able business, although the general public havci 
never acquitted them of :the charges {lien made. 
Since these later investigations' have ibeehunder, 
way, the packers have..'sought by e^crymeans 'in* 
'their power, to prevent the disclosures';:that they 
knew must follow any .truthful .^je.scriptipri of 
their methods.- They have gone-so-far as-to pre- 
vail upon the cattlemen' of-the cotmtry :tp.send, tel- 
egrams to' the president protesting against the 
publication,: of the findings., of the 'official inves- 
tigators. '..- The live stock, raisers.:;.\verev: made ,tq 
believe that it would .result in serious, injury to. 
the market,vfor. beef. It has long jbeenithe. cpn- 
tention of the big packing houses that the con- 
centration of the slaughtering houses in a few 


big confers was in the interest of econbmy to the 
consumer as well as a guarantee of cleanliness in 
handling. Now it would appear that we had far 
better return to the old method of local shambles, 
for at least we could have thereunder our own 
eyes, and certainly the prices could not be mores 
excessive.

Not only do the big packers see the price of 


the beef on foot, but they indicate the selling 
price of the product, and it is inconceivable how 
an exposure of their methods of violating the 
general laws of health can have any material 
effect on the cattle raising industry. 
What it 


may result in is the establishment of a closer 
inspection by the government of the food stuffs 
that are sent out under a guarantee of purity by 
anVofficiai inspector -'who does riot inspect. This 
is one of the things they do better in European 
"jcountries than we ; db here. These conditions :
